Forged signatures, false notarj- 
zations .and other irregularities 
were found in the Republican- 
sponsored petitions, the jury de- 
clared in its report to Circuit 
Judge Robert J. Kirkwood. It also 
reported irregularities in certain 
phases of the Aug. 5 primary 
election. 

“Certain members of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee 
did not measure up to their re- 
sponsibilities in handling these 
petitions,” the report said of the 
referendum movement. 

No indictments were returned, 
but the grand jury, pointing out 
that it had only a limited time for 
its inquiry, recommended that the 
investigation being conducted by

U.S, RESTS CASE AGAINST 
15 SECONDARY RED LEADERS 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5 (AP)— 
The Government today rested its 
case against 15 secondary Com- 
munist leaders accused of con- 
spiring to teach and advocate vio- 
lent overthrow of the United 
States Government. 

The trial began April 24. There 
was no indication how long the 
defense case would take. 

The Government announced 
completion of its case after de- 
fense attorneys said they had no 
further questions to ask of 
Thomas Younglove, of St. Louis, 
the prosecution’s tenth witness. 
Younglove joined the Communist 
party as an undercover agent for 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion.

| More Successful Than Expected 


Million Autos Pay Toll in 7 Months — 
Road Carries Average of 4740 | 
Vehicles a Day. 


By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF

DENVER, Colo., Sept. 5—The 
Denver-Boulder Turnpike, first 
modern toll road in the West, 
opened less than eight months 
ago, is proving phenomenally 
successful, although regarded at 
the start as a doubtful enter- 
prise. Actually, it’s an up-to-date 
expressway with an incidental 
feature of toll financing. 
The millionth car paid the toll 
last month. Many motorists feel 
the modest toll is more than 
saved by the easier, smoother 
driving. The route has been 
reduced by nearly eight miles 
and innumerable traffic interfer- 
ences eliminated. The turnpike 
makes Boulder a convenient su- 
burban residential place for those 
working in Denver, opens a new 
way to some of the finest moun- 
tain playgrounds in the country, 
and connects Colorado’s capital 
with its university. 
It is 27 miles between the mile- 
high Capitol at Denver and -the 
edge of Boulder, nestled in the 
Rocky Mountain foothills. This 
distance can be driven simply 
and easily in half an hour during 
the day or a few minutes longe 
at the rush period, . 
‘Short Line to Skyline.’ 


Called “the short line to the 
skyline,” the turnpike, says a 
leaflet, “has restored to the peo- 
ple the joy of motoring.” 
Passenger-car toll for the full 
route is 25 cents; or from Den- 
ver to Broomfield 10 cents and 
from Broomfield to Boulder 15 
cents. Broomfield, where _ the 
only tollhouse is located, is the 
only entrance and exit except at 
either end. Trucks pay 50 cents 
an axle for trailers. 

Legal speed on the 17.3 miles 
of turnpike proper is 65 miles 


|} during the first year and 3921 a 


an hour. The road, rolling across 
the high grass lands, has been 
almost accident-free, and there. 
were no fatalities in the first 
seven months. | 

A two-lane, 24-foot concrete 
roadway carries traffic in each 
direction. There are smooth four- 
foot oiled shoulders. A divider 
strip 30 feet wide separates the 
roadways and also serves as a 
ditch to carry off the heavy rain 
and snow. Bridges carry 15 local 
roads over the turnpike, a rail- 
road crosses in an underpass, two 
irrigation flumes pass overhead 
and many flumes go beneath the 


road. 
200-Foot Right-of-Way. 


Right-of-way has minimum 
width of 200 feet. It cost $750 
an acre at the Boulder end, but 
some housing was started this 
year on adjoining property, which 
cost the developer $3250 an acre 
because of the turnpike’s exist- 
ence. 

Advance studies were based on 
average daily gross revenue of: 
$828 but the average in the first 
seven months was $1050. The 
financing plan was set up in the 
hope of carrying 2200 cars’a day 


day by 1960. The average in the

The old narrow road between 
Denver and Boulder, with many 
right-angle turns and much haul- 
ing from coal mines that broke up 


the pavements, was the heaviest 


and New York syndicate in 1950 
at interest ranging from 2.75 to 
2.95 per cent. They were 30- 
year serial bonds, but now the 
outlook is they will be paid off in 
25 years. When the bonds are 
retired the road will become toll 
free and cloverleaf connections 
will be built at all the crossroads.

WEST TO ASK RUSSIA 
TO PARLEY TO MAKE 
AUSTRIA FREE AGAIN 


LONDON, Sept. 5 (AP)—The 
United States, Britain and France 
have decided to ask Russia to at- 
tend a Big Four parley in Lon- 
don soon in a new effort to re- 
store the independence of Aus- 
tria, officia: sources said today. 

The Western powers have draft- 
ed identical notes which will be 
sent to Moscow in a few days 
suggesting deputy foreign minis- 
ters of the four countries meet to 
resume their efforts to write an 
Austrian treaty. 

The deputies have been meet- 
ing on and off since. 1946. For- 
mal meetings ended nearly a 
year ago. 

The East-West failure to agree 
over Austria is seen by officials 
here as an expression of the cold 
war rather than a split over the 
shape and detail of the proposed 
treaty. Unless East or West radi-

Labor. member of Parliament 
Tom O’Brien was elected chair- 
man of the T.U.C. as the conven- 
tion ended. O’Brien, secretary of 
the National Association of The- 
atrical and Cinema Employes, 
succeeded Arthur Deakin, head 
of the Transport and General 
Workers Union. Like Deakin, 
O’Brien is considered an opponent 
of the left-wing which supports 
Aneurin Bevan. 

The convention yesterday voted 
overwhelmingly to seek only mod- 
erate wage increases rather than 
the all-out lifting of the lid de- 
manded by Communist members 
of T.U.C., 

The wage resolutions adopted 
by the congress amounted to qual- 
ified approval of the Conservative 
government's hold-the-line policy 
of no major wage rises. The 
T.U.C.’s General Council warned 
the members that Britain still 
faces a grave economic crisis and/| 
big pay increases might set off! 
runaway inflaticn and cause na-| 
tional economic collapse.

Glasser said Missouri is one 0 
the leading states in encotraging 
young people to take part in com- 
munity activities. He urged fur- 
ther émphasis on the part of 
youth in the affairs of the com- 
munity, particularly at the local 
levels, 

“Throughout the country youths 
are showing that they can serve, 
with profit to all, on boards of 
social agencies, take part in com- 
munity drives and plan their own 
youth-serving programs,” he said. 

Dr. Stuart A. Queen, newly 


elected president of the Missouri 
Association for Social Welfare, 
and chairman of the department 
of sociology and anthropology at 
Washington University, said that 
many boys and girls in Missouri 
are today excluded from the edu- 
cation for which they have the 
necessary brains, either because 
of low income or color. 


“There are those among us who 
hold that money and pigmentation 
or its absence are the proper cre- 
dentials for admission to institu- 
tions of learning,” he said. “‘There 
are still Missourians who have 
not realized that it is a privilege 
to attend school with persons of 
varied ethnic, religious and eco- 
nomic backgrounds.”

16 Countries Using World Bank’s 


Funds to Raise Living Standards 


Four Borrower Nations Are Close to Iron 
Curtain — 19 Loans Totaling 


$298,600,000 


in Past Year. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (AP;— 
The World Bank today reported 
that increased lending during the 
past year put its money to work 
raising living standards in 16 
countries—including four within 
the shadow of the Iron Curtain. 
' The bank also indicated in its 
seventh annual report that the 
54-nation development bank is 
reaching out for private capital 
to increase its lending power and 
that the response has been good. 
The report covered the fiscal year 
1952—July 1, 1951 to June 30, 
1952. 

- During the year, the bank re- 
ported, it approved 19 loans, 
amounting to $298,600,000, in 16 
countries scattered over the globe. 

That was about $1,000,000 more 
than loans approved the year be- 
fore, but loan disbursements — 
actual release of the money ap- 


eously with the publication of a 
detailed protest by Latin Amer- 
ican countries which said they 
had been discriminated against 
in favor of European countries. 


Black’s breakdown showed 
$120,000,000 lent in Europe, $30,- 
000,000 in Asia, $68,000,000 in 
Africa and $79,000,000 in Latin 
America. 

Black said more private cap- 
ital, particularly from Europe, 
will be needed if international 
economic aid programs are to be 
pushed ahead. 

Czechoslovakia’s fight to oust 
Nationalist China from the bank 
was thrown out today when 
Britain joined the United States 
in opposing the move.

54 Nations Now in Bank. 

The bank now has 54 members, 
all from the free world except 
Czechoslovakia, and subscribed 
capital of $9,036,500,000. The bank 
lends for programs or projects 
aimed at increasing the produc- 
tivity of its member countries. 
Its hope is that its activities will 
encourage private capital to fol- 
low where it has opened the way. 


The report was published dur- 
ing the gathering at Mexico City 
of the bank’s governors — one | 
from each member nation—for 
their annual meeting. The bank’s 
governors ‘are in most cases the 
same as those of the International 
Monetary Fund, also holding its 


annual governor’s meeting at | 


Mexico City. 


_ Jn its annual report issued yes- | 
terday the Fund lectured member | 


nations on their domestic  fi- 
mances, saying many countries 
were trying to live beyond their 
means, thereby creating infla- 
tionary pressures that were up- 
setting international finance. 

The bank reported that from 
the time it began operations to 
ithe end of June it has authorized 
loans totaling $1,412,000,000, in 
27 countries, and bas disbursed a 
total of $876,500,000. About $30,- 
'000,000 of this has been paid back 
or canceled.

Therefore, they are coming up 
with a double-barreled peace 
offensive, with Germany the 
other side of the coin. 

Moscow has had about a half 
dozen distinct peace offensives 
since World War II. These cam- 
paigns are designed to convince 
the outside world that the Soviet 
Union is the only bulwark of 
peace in the world, and to pro- 
vide a curtain for new Russian 
moves. The past peace offensives 
have accomplished some of their 
aims, failed in some respects. It 
is all part of a long-range pat- 
tern of jab and run, attack and 
retreat, aiming at a corrosive, 
wearing-down effect on Western 
nerves, determination and econ- 
omies. 


Russian Blueprint. 

Moscow has all but openly an- 
‘nounced its new plans. Recent 
developments and accounts in the 
Soviet press provide a blueprint. 

The Foreign Office shake-up 
looms large in the picture. Dep- 
uty Foreign Minister Jacob A. 
Malik has been recalled from his 
United Nations assignment. When 
he gets to Moscow, there will be 
only four deputy foreign min- 
isters in the capital, two o. them 
new appointees. Others have 
gone off to strategic posts. 

Andrei A. Gromyko, relieved 
as deputy, is.in London as Am- 
bassador; Deputy Valerian Zorin 
is coming to New York as Malik’s 
successor; Deputy A. I. Lavren- 
tiev is in Romania and Deputy 
A. E. Bogomolov in Czechoslo- 
vakia, to tighten the screws on 
those two troublesome satellites. 

This will leave in Moscow, be- 
sides Malik, Gregory Pushkin, 
recalled from East Germany in 
May and named a deputy; Boris 
Podserob, appointed deputy two 
weeks ago, and Deputy Feodor 
Gousev, an old hand. It’s almost 
an entirely new Foreign Ministry. 

Experts On Hand. 

Malik is a Far East expert, par- 
ticularly concerning Japanese af- 
fairs. In Moscow, he joins a pa- 
rade of others, equally expert. 
Among thesé is Alexander Pan- 
yushkin, recently recalled from 
Washington to be Ambassador to 
Red Chirfa. Apparently he has not 
yet gone to Peiping. Moscow ca- 
bles, which pass through censor- 
ship, made no mention of Pan- 
yushkin’s presence, but Soviet 
newspapers show he was among 
the dignitaries welcoming the Red 
Chinese delegation for the cur- 
rent Chinese-Soviet talks.

The all-union Communist con- 
gress, heralding a tightening of 
all sections of the Stalinist dic- 
tatorship, comes Oct. 5, less than 
two weeks before the U.N. Assem- 
bly opens. It also comes at the 
height of the United States presi- 
dential campaign, which adds to 
uncertainty and fear in western 
Europe and Japan. The Soviet 
peace offensive will aim at such 
fears and uncertainties. 

Besides manifold internal aims, 
such as prodding the whole coun- 
try to all-out production, the all- 
union Congress provides a sound- 
ing board for propaganda, just 
as it did 13 years ago when Stal- 
in vowed the aims of the U.S.S.R. 
were only for world peace. The 
Congress, now as then, is a logi- 
¢al point for launching weighty 
propaganda—this time a peace 
offensive promising to be the 
great-granddaddy of them all, 
The Communist World Council 
of Peace meets Dec. 5 in Vienna. 
For this there are world-wide 
preparations. The Soviet press 
has given striking pictures of its 
world significance. A preparatory 
congress will be held in Septem- 
ber at Peiping. Said a dispatch 
to Pravda: 

“The achievements of the Con- 
gress of Partisans of Peace of the 
countries of Asia and the Pacific 
Ocean to a remarkable degree 
will be associated with prepara- 
tion for the World Congress of 
Peoples in Defense of Peace 
which meets in December (in 
Vienna) this year.”

The plain truth is that we now 
seem to be moving into a revolu- 
tionary new world situation. 

By 1954, in the opinion of many 
of the leading goverrmental ex- 
perts, the Soviet Union will have 
the power to deliver a crippling 
atomic attack on American tar- 
gets while we shall no longer 
have the power to retaliate in 
kind. 

The purpose of the new proj- 
ects, if they are launched, will 
be to prevent this new situation 
from arising. 

U.S. Faces Two Big Problems. 


Two projects are needed be- 
cause there are two problems. 

First, this country must be 
provided with an effective air de- 
ense. 

Second, our waning retaliatory 
air striking power must be re- 
stored. 

Slow, unnoticed changes have 
produced these dire needs, The 
simplest way to illustrate these 
changes is the story of what has 
happened to our retaliatory strik- 
ing power. 


In this respect, we have prob- 
ably already entered “the air 
gap,” as the planners call the 
once theoretical period when the 
air-and-atomic balance between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union will begin to change sharp- 
ly. Today Gen, Curtis Lemay 
and his Strategic Air Command 
can probably do their terrible 
job, if necessary, but day by day 
the job is becoming less and less 
possible to do. 

It is an open secret that the 
operational B-36s and other, air- 
craft of our strategic air force 
do not constitute an unlimited 
air armada. 

They are numbered, in fact, in 
the very. low hundreds. On the 
other hand, estimates of probable 
average losses of these planes in 
missions against Soviet targets 
are now being continuously re- 
vised upwards. There is consider- 
able dispute about percentages 
of loss, with the air planners 
themselves on the optimistic side. 


But seemingly well reasoned 
studies forecast that the losses 
between 30 and 50 per cent 
of aircraft per mission if conflict 
comes after completion of the 
Soviet air defenses. This date is 
now very near. 


Russia’s Strength Growing. 


Quite aside from the effect of 
such losses on pilot morale and 
efficiency, losses anywhere near 
these figures will obviously leave 
us with too few weapons for the 
job. The big planes and their 
highly trained crews cannot be 
replaced at any such rates as 
these. If such rates ‘of loss are 
in fact to be inflicted on us, the 
task of crippling the Soviet 
Union by retaliatory air attack 
cannot be carried out. 


The reasons why these former- 
ly theoretical loss estimates are 
now céasing to be theoretical are 
both plain and simple. 


First, the Soviets, whose tar- 
gets are almost all very remote 
from their frontiers, are now com- 
pleting a complex and powerful 
air defense in depth. 


Second, they now have an esti- 
mated force of 8000 modern jet 
interceptors, mostly MIG-15s, to 
form the backbone of this de- 
fense. 

Third, the experience of our 
B-29s against the MIGs in Korea 
has indicated the effectiveness of 
the Soviet air defense against the 
type of offensive operations which 
we have hitherto contemplated. 

Night attacks at high altitude 
have always, thus far, been the 
main reliance of our strategic 
air plarers, but a quirk of the 
world weather pattern causes the 
cloud cover to lie very low over 
the whole Soviet land mass at 
least ninety per cent of the time. 
Nine days and nights out of ten, 
there are no clouds in the higher 
atmosphere over the Soviet Union, 
where our strategic aircraft have 
been designed to fly most effi- 
ciently. The speeds of our planes 
are not great enough to evade the 


Treaty Organization to comment 
on the latest Soviet note on the 
German problem.

and France sent their last reply 
to Moscow on July 10. 

At an off-the-record meeting 
held :at the Palais de Chaillot in 
Paris yesterday, the Allies were 
asked to be ready next week to 
discuss the note which the Rus- 
sians sent to the three powers on 
Aug. 23. 

NATO members recognize that 
the note was addressed to Wash- 
ington, London and Paris and that 
the real responsibility rests in 
these capitals. The final text, 
therefore, will be written by the 
three governments acting to- 
gether. 

At the same time, there is rec- 
ognition that the alliance as a 
whole is involved in relations 
with the Soviet Union and that 
there should be the widest pos- 
sible consultation on such a vital

The government must stop creating 
more money and, second, it must syphon 
off unspent money hoards... .

‘and it must mop up some of the pud- 
dles of money which, if inundating the 
commodities markets, would continue 
the inflationary pressures. 
*’ The compulsory loans which the hold- 
ers of bank notes in denominations 
larger than one Israeli pound and the 
holders of bank deposits in amounts of 
over 50 pounds must give to the state

The measure is not confiscatory in 
any respect.

Admir- 
ing as we do his distinguished record as a mili- 
tary leader and his personality, we hoped that 
this long pointed to address would provide us 
with the occasion for warm and enthusiastic 
applause. We sincerely sgret, therefore, to 
record our deep disappointment. | 

Gen. Eisenhower’s subject was peace. Pre- 
sumably he outlined his program to bring to the 
world the peace which Americans so fervently 
desire. After reading his speech twice before 
it was delivered, listening to its delivery and 
then reading it once again, we must say candidly 
that if there was one new idea in it, or even 
the germ of an idea, it escaped us entirely. 

Here are the General’s 10 points: 

1. Elect an administration that the people can 


trust. 
2. Elect an administration that trusts the 


people. 


. Set up foreign policy goals. 

. Cultivate allies. 

. Encourage the free life. 

. Support the U.N. 

. Increase our economic strength. 
. Increase our military strength. 
. Use diplomacy to avoid war. 

10. Eliminate betrayers of confidence; fight 
poverty. 

These_are worthy sentiments. They are not to 
be belittled. But the fact remains that the Tru- 
man Administration is positively applying, in 
one way or another, virtually the whole of this 
program. Moreover, it has been applying the 
applicable parts of this program for years. 

* * ~ 

The most disappointing aspect of the address, 
however, is not that Gen. Eisenhower did not 
come up with at least one new idea. We could 
readily enough credit him with saving any new 
ideas for later in the campaign for possible 
greater effect. What is so genuinely distressing 
is the extent to which he took over the line of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

For those parts of Gen. Eisenhower's address 
which dealt with our country’s foreign policy 
and particularly with the background of the 
Korean war were almost indistinguishable from 
the MacArthur address at the Republican Na- 
tional Convention. And that address was so un- 
reasonable that it made all the more urgent 
the nomination of Gen. Eisenhower over Senator 
Taft. . 

A week ago Gen. Eisenhower said that the 
decision to stand against the Communists in 
Korea was the right decision. In Philadelphia 
he did not quite call the Korean war “Truman’s 
war,” but he might as well have done so, so far 
did he go in echoing the MacArthur-Taft views. 

A few days ago Gen. Eisenhower vigorously 
defended Gen. Marshall, his great benefactor in 
World War II, as above reproach and criticism. 
How can he now denounce the Truman Admin- 
istration’s foreigtt policy and its defense pro- 
gram without condemning Gen. Marshall who 
has been both Secretary of State and Secretary 
of Defense under President Truman? 

. - . 

Gen. Marshall headed the long mission to 
China, 1945 to 1947. How can Gen. Eisenhower 
say that one of the reasons we are in the Korean 
war is because “this administration abandoned 
China to the Communists”—and at the same 
time not condemn Gen. Marshall? 

Actually can he believe that the United States 
had the power much less the will to deliver 400,- 
000,000 people to Communism? 

The most obvious fact is that all this comes 
most strangely from Gen. Eisenhower. After 
World War II, Gen. Eisenhower was Army Chief 
of Staff, 1946-1948. It was in 1947 the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff decided that to end the occupa- 
tion of Korea would not endanger our national

security. Did Gen. Eisenhower oppose that deci- 
sion which he now says was one of the causes 
of the Korean war? If so it would have strength- 
ened his criticism to have said so. 

In December 1948, Gen. Eisenhower went back 
to duty at the Pentagon. His specific assignment 
at that time was to help frame the military 
budget for the fiscal wear, July 1949 to June 
1950. If the United States was unprepared for 
the Communist aggression in Korea, in June 
1950, as he now says, if “the actual threat was 
underestimated,” how is it that Gen. Eisenhower 
does not share in the responsibility? 

Early in 1951, Gen. Eisenhower went on mili- 
tary duty again. That time it was as the military 
commander in Europe for NATO. There he did 
his important work until he came home to run 
for the presidency last spring. When he now 
says that “freedom falters” does he mean to say 
that he failed in his defense force mission for 
NATO? | 

Yet even this seeming condemnation of the 
General’s own work and that of Gen. Marshall 
is not the strangest part of the Philadelphia 
address. The strangest part is that which entire- 
ly ignores the record of sO many prominent 
members of his own party in the Senate and 
the House. 

« . . 

Gen. Eisenhower called for an end to ‘“‘double 
talk,” and that was most commendable. But 
then he said that “we will establish and ‘maintain 
a working partnership with Congress.” . 

A “working partnership” with the Jenner-Kem- 
Cain-Bricker-McCarthy-Malone - Watkins - Ecton, 
etc., etc., group of Republican Senators who seek 
re-election this year? 

A “working partnership” with G.O.P. members 
of Congress who voted against selective service, 
against increasing the Air Force, against the 
Marshall plan, against the Atlantic treaty, against 
troops for Gen. Eisenhower’s own command in 
Europe, against economic aid, against military 
aid, against reciprocal trade agreements, against 
Point IV, against, against, against almost with- 
out end? : 

Either these Senators and Representatives 
must reverse themselves completely to produce 
this partnership which Gen. Eisenhower envi- 
sions and thus demonstrate that they are com- 
pletely lacking in principle—or they will stand 
by their record of the last six years. 

The case of Senator Kem of Missouri is in 
point. The Post-Dispatch believes Senator Kem 
to be wrong in his views on world affairs. We 
do not believe for a minute that he is dishonest 
in these views. We think he holds to them 
sincerely. That we think is the appraisal of 
the people of Missouri. We do not believe that 
the people of Missouri would expect Senator 
Kem, should he be re-elected, to reverse himself 
completely to support the economic and military 
aid programs which he has so steadfastly op- 
posed, Neither do we think that Senator Kem 
would do so. 

. . * 

It is hard to believe that Gen. Eisenhower's 
address in Philadelphia was his own handiwork. 
The speech he read sounds more like the prod- 
uct of many conflicting advisers who are striving 
to devise catch words and punch lines which 
they think will bring them votes. 

Certainly we do not think that Dwight Eisen- 
hower himself believes in trying to make politi- 
cal capital of the casualties in Korea. Yet there 
were lines in his manuscript which did in effect 
just that. 

Gen. Eisenhower and his pre-convention sup- 
porters won a great victory in Chicago over the 
Taft-MacArthur-McCormick-Dirksen ostrich-head- 
in-the-sand wing of the G.O.P. .Is that victory 
now to be dissipated under the pressure of 
seeming political expediency? 

If so Gen. Eisenhower stands to lose far more 
than he can possibly gain. 


Charity or Tax-Avoidance ? 

The City of St. Louis certainly should appeal 
the ruling of Circuit Judge David J. Murphy 
prohibiting the collection of taxes on the foun- 
dry of the Century Electric Co. 

The decision is based on the sale of the plant 
to William Jewell College at Liberty, Mo., which 
then leased it to the company for a long term. 
In Judge Murphy’s opinion, the property is now 
being used for an édutational purpose and so is 
tax-exempt. A higher court, however, might rule 
that it is still being used for its original indus- 
trial purpose, and that the arrangement with 
the college is nothing but a tax-avoidance device. 

The “sale and lease-back” deal is a well-known 
loop-hole which Congress has sought to plug so 
far as federal taxes are concerned. The United 
States Court of Appeals last year ruled against 
the Century Electric Co. when it claimed a loss 
of $340,570 on the transaction ag an offset to 
excess profits taxes. The sales price to the col- 
lege, $150,000, certainly is not prima facie evi- 
dence of an arms-length business transaction. 


Aside from such aspects of the immediate 
case, there is the broader question whether 
property is really being used for an educational 
purpose when it is not used for classrooms, lab- 
oratories, dormitories and the like. Should in- 
dustrial and commercial property be tax-free 
just because it is legally owned by an educa- 
tional, charitable or religious institution? 


Some such institutions have made a veritable 
racket of peddling their’ tax-exempt status to 
business concerns. Is this. fair to other individ- 
uals and corporations who prefer honorably to 
hold their property in their own name and pay 
taxes accordingly? Should they be forced to as- 
sume the burden of an increasing volume of 
tax-exempt ‘property? 

We raise these questions with a full conscious- 
ness of the need to support educational {nstitu- 
tions and the Social duty of business to con- 
tribute to this support. But we doubt that this 
desirable end should be achieved at the expense 
of the rest of the community. The problem is 
especially acute in view of the hard-pressed 
financial status of St. Louis. So the issue should 
be settled—generously so far as genuine gifts 
are concerned, but also fairly. 
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It Is to Laugh 

A Harvard University psychologist, Dr. Ray- 
mond Bauer, says the subject of what makes 
Russians laugh has been under intense and 
scientific study, with the results “classified” as 
a deep dark secret by some agency of the United 
States Government. And this is an official 
secret which is hardly likely to remain official 


-or secret. 


We do not know, and do not care, what makes 
the occupants of the Kremlin laugh. That is 
indeed a secret. But the Soviet Government is 
not the Russian people, who have a long tradi- 
tion of lively humor. They may be expected to 
laugh at about the same things anybody else 
laughs at. 

Presumably a Russian would laugh at a good 


joke, for example, or at himself, or even at his 
government, if nobody were looking. He might 
laugh at his government’s lame efforts to make 
him laugh. But if that is not enough to laugh at, 
it is just possible that if a Russian were told that 
what makes him laugh is supposed to be a big 
secret of the United States Government, he 
would grin, then snicker, then laugh like—he 
never did before. 
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What Is Undue Influence?

This ifiVolves the legal 
practice of former Government employes, Just 
how can this be controlled for the protection of 
the public interest, but also with a fair regard 
for a man’s right to practice his profession? 


There is no great problem in a case such as 
that of James A. Mullally, a Government lawyer 
who was suspended by Attorney General Mc- 
Granery on the disclosure that he had accepted 
a fee for referring a case to a firm of former 
Justice Department attorneys. The man was gn 
the Government payroll, and he had no business 
accepting fees in Government-connected matters, 


But after an attorney leaves the Government 
service, the matter is not so simple. The law 
says that he shall not press a claim against the 
Government in a matter with which he was 
previously concerned for two years after leaving 
the service. In the more recent past, the 
Department of Justice has stood on the letter of 


this law. Hence it has-been possible for some 


former federal lawyers to accept cases of clients 
against which the Government was pressing a 
claim. Yet in such cases inside knowledge and 
influence’ might be just as valuable as in those 
against the Government. 

Attorney General McGranery has let it be 
known that he intends to crack down on both 
kinds of practice. But the law being what it is, 
how far.can he really go? If the one kind of 
practice is not really illegal, no matter how 
questionable from an ethical standpoint, what 
can Mr, McGranery do about it? 

Some. legal basis must be provided for him 
and hfs successors. But what should this be? 
Should the two-year limit be extended to ‘both 
types of practice? Or should a higher barrier be 
built? On the other hand, what about thousands 
of honorable young lawyers who have been will- 
ing to serve on the relatively underpaid federal 
legal staffs with the feeling of making a 
contribution to the public service, but also with 
the intention of eventually entering private prac- 
tice? What about the Government lawyer who 
finds he can no longer get along on Government 
pay? To what extent is it fair to bar such men 
from a wide area of their own profession? 

The Chelf subcommittee itself has confessed 
that it has no “magic formula” to solve the “in- 
fluence” problem. It is performing a service, 


however, in sharpening up the problem for Con-

The cohesive and coercive pow- 
ers vested in the President are 
enormous, and almost always suf- 
ficient to keep factionalism under 
control as long as. the prospect is 
good that there will continue to 
be a President of the same party. 

As a rule, defeat, or the pros- 

pect of it, is what unleashes the 
furies of factionalism. The Dem- 
ocrats were irreconcilably divided 
after 1920 as the Republicans 
have been since 1932. The potent 
cure for factionalism is the cer- 
tainty of victory. 
' In mid-winter the fighting be- 
tween the southern and northern 
Democrats became more and 
more “total” as the Truman Ad- 
ministration prepared to be foun- 
dering in the mess it was making 
of corruption, erony-ism and s0 
forth. 


Nomination by Draft. 


The factional leaders took 
more and more extreme views, 
hoping to save themselves local- 
ly in spite of what they believed 
was becoming national defeat.

The Desire to Win. 


Gov. Stevenson’s approach to 
this problem, which is a subtle 
problem and yet may be decisive, 
has been impressive. He has 
won wide respect and admiration, 
even among his opponents, for 
the lucidity and the grace with 
which he has been conciliating 
the factions while he affirms not 
only his independence but his de- 
termination to keep the govern- 
ment superior to all the blocs. 

He has made the most of the 
fact which a less astute and a 
more timid man might have 
missed, that virtually all the im- 
portant factional bosses ‘were 
coming to him, wanting him to 
compose—rather than to espouse 
—the whole of their claims. They 
have wanted him to show them 
how, considering their special in- 
terests, they could fall in step 
behind him. They really have 
wanted him to win. 

His response has been to de- 
clare himself on the contentious 
issues by drawing the line 
tween what the local extremist ir- 
reconcilables demand and what 
the larger mass of moderate peo- 
ple will be satisfied with. 


Truman and Pressure Groups. 


The definition of this line re- 
quires an intimate knowledge of 
the problems which generate the 
disputes. But this manner of deal- 
ing with the blocs requires some- 
thing it requires clear con- 
victions “et&“principle about the 
role of the pressure groups in 
our society. 

For Mr. Truman, who lacks 
these convictions, there have been 
the good pressure groups which 
he served and the bad ones which 
he has fought. Except in military 
and foreign affairs—which are 
outside this discussion—the Dem- 
ocratic party under “Trumanism” 
had become a calculated combina- 
tion of blocs for carrying the 
pivotal states. 


There can be no doubt any 
longer that Gov. Stevenson has 
deep convictions opposed to this 
kind of pressure group politics. 
He has told every organized group 
he has addressed—the veterans, 
union labor, the Negroes, the na- 
tionality blocs—that the Govern- 
ment must be above all the blocs 
—keeping them in balance, recog- 
nizing their needs but on guard 
against their aggression. 

We are seeing here, I think, 
the reappearance of the older, es- 
sentially liberal, philosophy which 
came down from Jefferson through 
Cleveland and Wilson. Stevenson 
is unmistakably in that line. Smce 
the Democratic catastrophe in 
1920 and after the Roosevelt vic- 
tory of 1932, these Democrats 
have been in eclipse, submerged 
under the pressure or colleciv- 
ism brought on by the great de- 


pression and the great war.

School Head Tells P.-T. A. 
Council of High Cost in 
Crime Control. 


Society pays a high cost in 
crime control for its negleet of 
e€ disturbed and~- mal- 
adjusted children -in its schools, 
Dr. Robert Thompson, director of 
the Missouri School for the Blind, 
said yesterday. | 
Speaking at the annual schoo] 
of instruction of the St. Louis 
Council, Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, at Southwest High School, 
Dr. Thompson said the “excep- 
tional child” requires far more 
ir.dividual attention than a teach- 
er with a class of 35 to 40 young- 
sters can give. 

The emotionally disturbed child 
contributes heavily to broken 
homes in his adulthood because 
in many cases he is unable to ad- 
just to his life partner. Broken 
homes, he said, lead to further 
maladjustments in the children of 
such unions and to crime in gen- 
eral. 

He urged his listeners to go 
back to their constituent groups 
with plans for studying the needs 
of these children and suggest 
such study by parents of school 
children so that they can support 
requests for additional personnel 
and. facilities needed and the 
higher taxes required. 

The conference adopted resolu- 
tions favoring the proposed in- 
crease in the library tax rate and 
the proposed Amendment No. 2 
to the Missouri Constitution to 
increase the bonded debt limit of 
state school districts from 5 to 10 
per cent.

“fustest.” He took a leaf out of 
the Southern

“Bill Veeck has been permitted 
to get away with another travesty 
on baseball which ranks with 
midgets and the ‘emancipation 
proclamation’ he awarded himself 
after firing Rogers Hornsby. 

“Evidently the result of a ball 
game is no longer determined by 
the players on the field, but by 
whoever has the best or worst 
ground crew.” 

In the protested game, rain 
twice halted play, wiped out three 
sixth-inning Cleveland runs and 
resulted in a 2-1 St. Louis victory 
in five innings. 

Cleveland protested that the 
canvas used was porous and failed 
to protect the field and that a 
deliberate attempt was made by 
Veeck to avoid making the field 
playable.

Their 
busiest hours are at night and 
early morning, because it is diffi- 
cult to get wounded men off 
Bunker Hill in the daylight when 
Chinese can spot litter bearers. 

A surgeon, Lt. Louis E. Shirley, 
Jennings, La., said the doctors 
credit blood and the new armored 
vest with saving the lives of many 
soldiers. 

“That vest has proved invalu- 
able,” he commented. “We have 
few chest wounds. now.” 

He said two patients with ma- 


jor wounds recently used 40 pints 
of blood.

U.N. ASSOCIATIONS 
URGE BIG FIVE TO 
LIMIT ARMAMENTS

GENEVA, Sept. 5 (AP) — The 
| World Federation of United Na- 
tions Associations unanimously 
| urged the five great powers today 
to devise an international system 
‘of control for the limitation of 
armed forces and for the suppres- 


sion of atomic and bacteriological 
weapons. 


The federation comprises the 
private associations promoting in- 
terest in the U.N. in some 50 
countries, including Poland and 
Czechoslovakia. The Polish and 
Czech delegations voted with en- 
tire assembly of the federation in 
favor of a compromise resolution 
calling on the five great powers 
to agree on an international arm- 
aments control “to lift from all 
peoples their fear of a third world 
war.” The five presumably in- 
cluded Communist China. 


The. assembly earlier rejected a 
Polish resolution which called on 
all nations to ratify the 1925 pro- 
tocol outlawing. bacteriological 
weapons but made no reference 
to any system of international 
control.

That stage fright wears off considerably with practice, 

“but not entirely. For every good speaker is always keyed 
up before an address, even if he is a professional. 

Here is the surefire formula for making an interesting 

‘talk, sermon or address. 

First, pick out a text to serve as your central motif. It 
is the major destination for your forensic journey and helps 
: you keep on the main highway. 

Second, dig up several relevant stories that will help 
advance your idea toward its logical conclusion. By “stories,” 
I refer not necessarily to humor or anecdotes, but to narrative 

- episodes with a moral or logical point that fits into the 
‘theme of your address. Use cases from real life. 

’ People always enjoy narration, so they will listen with 
rapt attention to a discussion of the Einstein theory or the 
composition of bricks, if you can do so via a chain of stories.

message. Remember, the hotter the fire, the quicker the 
' kettle boils. 

Keep a few jokes in reserve to use in an explosive way 

- to waken the crowd or bring it back to a polarized condition

Never read a speech, unless over the radio where that 
may be required. Use a few notes, partly to reassure yourself, 
though you may never look at them.

Adolescent Wishes

é< F YOU had three wishes, what would you wish for?” is 
. | one of the questions which we ask of the adolescent boys 

and girls who come to see us at the Gesell Institute. 
And by.their answers, as by all other aspects of their behavior, 
they tell us a good deal not only about their personalities, 
but about how they are developing. 

Because, kinds of wishes which boys and girls wish vary 
quite predictably with the age of the person wishing. A 
three-year-old we once knew wished for “ice cweam, canny, 
and .... (after much thought) more ice cweam.” His five- 
year-old brother wished for “Candy. A tool box. And to go 
to the circus.” Whereas, by 12 or so the nature of wishes is 
quite different. A 12-year-old we know recently wished for 
“More dogs. To live in the country. To be smarter.”

WE ARE GOING TO TELL YOU today about some of the 
most characteristic wishes of the 10 to 14-year-olds whom we 
have been studying. 

Increased age does not always bring “better” behavior. 

We have told you this often. A 2%4-year-old, for example, is 
often “worse,” not “better,” than a 2-year-old. But enough 
increased age usually, or at least often, does bring an im- 
provement in behavior. And this is true even of the child’s 
wishes. , 
It will perhaps be gratifying to any of you who fear that 
your teen-agers are excessively selfish to learn this, Through 
10, 11, 12 and even 13-years, wishes for material possessions 
(horse, dog, bike) are by far the leading ones. The child is, 
definitely, materialistic and rather selfish. 

But at 14 (which some people do not consider a supremely 
thoughtful and unselfish age) suddenly more boys and girls 
wish for “peace in the world” than for any material thing 
for themselves.

ANOTHER ENCOURAGING THING about teen-age wishes 
is that,at every age from 10 through 14, there are more wishes 
for the health of other people (mostly of parents) than for 
the child’s own health. And at all but 11 years (a notably 
selfish age) more boys and girls wish for the happiness of 
others than for their own happiness. 

By the age of 14, nine per cent of our group used up one 
of their three wishes on wishes for the betterment of people 
not even in their families. They wished for “better educa- 
tion, better living conditions, for everyone.” 

Now, of course, wishing for the happiness or betterment 
of others is not necessarily the same as actually doing some- 
thing about it. But it is a real step toward the thoughtful 
unselfish maturity which most of us hope our sons and daugh- 
ters will one day achieve.

OTHING has changed more 
during the last decade than 
our marketing habits. The

The demand has steadily in- 
creased since manufacture was 
stepped up after the war. This 
also applies to storage freezers. 
Those that open refrigerator- 
fashion with a front door rather

a when wall space is lim- 
ted. 

For a small family, a large 
freezing compartment in the 
standard refrigerator holds 


enough fruit concentrates, vege-- 


tables, chicken parts, ice cream 
and other products that we like to 
keep on hand. 

T new refrigerators have 
plenty of space for storage of 
quart bottles and cartons, so that 
alternate day delivery of milk ig 
not such a problem. The paraf- 
fined cartons used for milk, but- 
ter and other products are a 
space-saver as well as a protec- 
tion. It is no longer necessary 
to have a special butter container 
for the refrigerator. This also 
applies to margarine and to cot- 
tage cheese, which we usually buy 
in cartons. 

In the hydrators, we have a 
good deal of space for salad 
greens and vegetables. These 
should be washed and partially 
trimmed before storage. Foil- 
wrapped melons, after they have 
ripened to just the proper point, 


‘ean be chilled without distribut- 


ing their odor to other foods. All 
the larger fruits, unless perfectly 
ripe, should be kept at room tem- 
perature until time for chilling. 
While we like to cook most 
vegetables just before serving, 
we usually cook enough potatoes 
for two meals. Both baked and 
boiled potatoes should be pared 
before they are refrigerated, in 
the interest of best flavor. By

Protecting Cutting Tools. 

E have reason to believe 
W that the reason why so many 

handtools used for cutting 
or boring wood don’t work very 
well is that they are dull, and 
the reason they are dull is that 
they get dumped into something 
called a “tool chest” which in 
nine cases out of ten looks like 
the inside of a squirrel’s nest. . 

One way to keep tools in good 
condition is to protect the cut- 
ting edge before you dump them 
in with the rest of the miscellane- 
ous junk. 

For example, if you stick a 
cork over the end of wood bits, 
the bit won’t get harmed even 
if it strikes another metal tool. 

Saw blades take.a terrible beat- 
ing when tossed among other 
tools but this won’t happen if 
you take a. piece of garden hose, 
slit it down the length and slip 
it over the edge of the saw with 
the teeth. 

When it comes to chisels and 
gouges, make a little scabbard to 
fit over the end of the blade out 
of cardboard and cellulose tape 
and slip these in place when you 
are finished with the tool. 

For planes, we recommend 
turning the little adjusting knob 
until the plane blade is drawn 
into the body of the plane. This 
will give it a fair degree of pro- 
tection. 

Files are hard to guard because 
of their size and length but 
wrapping them in paper will help 
a great deal to protect their cut- 
ting edge and prevent them mar- 
ring other metal tools in the 
chest.

TCHING SKIN is one of the 
most annoying minor symptoms, 
Although it afflicts people of all 
ages from infancy on, itching par- 
ticularly troubles older people. 
There are several things you can 
do about it.

healing wounds itch; the regrow- 
ing pain nerves are weakly stimu- 
lated. 

Experts divide itching into two 
types: normal “itch spots” that 
last just a few minutes and the 
itchy skin which lasts hours or 
days. Itchy skin often involves a 
large area. The itch may be 
started by light touch, pressure, 
cold or heat. 

x* « * 


SCRATCHING RELIEVES itch 
by converting it into a more tol- 
erable pain. Actually, you have 
to injure skin in order to scratch 
effectively. The skin protects it- 
self against this injury by. thick- 
— and forming a sort of cal- 
us. 

Thickened skin tends to itch so 
you scratch some more and this 
becomes a vicious cycle. Another 
reason the thickened skin tends 
to itch is that sweat gland open- 
ings may plug up, producing a 
burning itch known as heat rash. 

The reason the skin of older 
people tends to become itchy lies 
in its dryness. Dry skin is flaky 
and rough. It is not as flexible 
as normal skins. The shrunken 
skin cells on the surface feel 
flaky and rough. They ‘are more 
ticklish or itchy. Tickle is an- 
other form of itch. 

x « * 


DRY SKIN lacks water, not oil. 
That is the reason tub baths or 
wet soaks relieve the itching of 
a dry skin—they temporarily re- 
store water to it. As soon as the 
water evaporates and the skin 
dries out, the itch returns. Eva- 
poration can be delayed by rub- 
bing oil over the skin after you 
step out of the bath tub, while 
the skin still has the water on it. 

Heat rash or prickly heat comes 
from sweating when your pores 
are stopped up. The perspiration 
can’t get out. It swells up the 
tiny sweat tubes, causing prick- 
ling and burning. 

The obvious treatment here is 
to prevent sweating. This is easier 
said than done, because we sweat 
from emotions as well as from 
hot weather. There are no drugs 
which can safely stop sweating 
completely. Cooling the skin with 
a cold wash and uncovering it to 
— eg usually cures the prickly 

eat. 

There is a medicine which often 
relieves itch. That is common 
aspirin. It specifically and safe- 
ly cuts down on mild pain. Itch 
is a form of pain. Aspirin works 
better than barbiturates or nar- 
cotics.

LOCAL ANESTHETIC oint- 
ments are of little value in con- 
trolling itch. When an ointment 
helps, it is usually because the 
oil prevents evaporation of wa- 
ter from the skin rather than be- 
cause of any anesthetic the oint- 
ment: contains. 

A number of diseases—jaun- 
dice, uncontrolled diabetes and 
other internal diseases—as well 
as skin diseases, including hives, 
produce a severe itching, 

This is one reason a visit to 
your medical doctor is a good 
idea for this symptom, just as it 
is for most other symptoms. He 
can find such diseases, thus pro- 
longing your life as well as ban- 
ishing the symptom. ,

Brookhaven, Where 1400 Persons Are Employed, ls Birthplace of Tomorrow's Atomic Plenty

,ET’S take a walk through a 

* birthplace of tomorrow’s atom- 

ic plenty. 

You've heard what it’s sup- 
posed to be like, that new age 
which both Republican and Demo- 
cratic orators, in rare agreement, 
are hailing this political season: 
a world of super-planes, super- 
medicines and super-spinach, pro- 


duced in fabulous abundance by . 


the gadgetry of nuclear physics. 

Well, that’s what 1400 scientists 
and supporting eschelons are 
working on at Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory here amid the 
potato fields and chicken farms 
of Long Island, some 75 miles 
out of New York. It is a weird 
‘place, but not in ways you would 
suspect. 

I didn’t expect to be met by 
26-inch Flying Saucer pilots in 
their space suits, but somehow 
you imagine that the home of the 
recently unveiled cosmotron — 
the most powerful machine ever 
built to wrest cosmic secrets 
from the atom — would be ,abuzz 
with frowning, bearded profes- 
sors in white coats and blocks of 
clicking, steaming creations out 
of Rube Goldberg. 

It is a little disconcerting to 
find Brookhaven about as worked 
up aS a summer resort at siesta 
time. The people are at ease, un- 
bearded and mostly quite young. 
Much of their work appears to 
be. reading, quiet puttering or 
just contemplating. 

“This is where our physicists 
do their thinking,” said my guide 
as we drove past a large building 
that seemed to be devoid of all 
life. A little farther down the 
road we passed through a stretch 
of woods where drivers have to 
be careful not to run down deer 
and the laboratory guards occa- 
sionally form a posse to track 
down foxes with chicken on their 
minds. 

I spent the day roaming around 
Brookhaven (Upton is an official 
fiction consisting of a post office, 
the lone reminder that this used 
to be Camp Upton where one- 
sixth of the army was inducted in 
World War II), and though I kept 
hearing about 1l-ton steel doors 
for the “hot labs” and other 
tricks that make this place about 
as safe as a rubber-padded cell, 
I couldn’t shake the notion that 
I might run into a radio-active 
ray someplace and -that we 
wouldn’t hit it off, the ray and I, 

Maybe other scientific illiter- 
ates feel similarly stand-offish 
about the atom, which would ex- 
plain why Brookhaven is not a 
popular attraction. When it first 
opened, Long Island farmers 
sharpened their pitchforks in the 
belief that radiation would radiate 
all over the place, rendering their 
chickens sterile and, possibly, 
themselves too. This fear has 
given away to indifference and 
today the neighborhood merchants 
even like the place, possibly be- 
cause it costs $8,000,000 a year 
to operate it, 70 per cent of that 
being salaries. 

“Unlike,industry we have no 
product,” my guide said. “Our 
product is knowledge.” 

Whatever the reason, nobody 
seems to be interested in poking 
around the wonders of Brook- 
haven although it is probably the 
least secretive installations oper- 
ated for the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. Only about 10 per cent 
of the area is taboo for reporters. 

They have an annual open 
house here when anybody could 
walk right in, but the crowds are 
always negligible—no more than 
would gather around for a fair-

sized Manhattan car accident — 
and mostly they consist of school 
children roped into the expedi- 
tion by their science teachers. 
Some of the kids wax enthusiastic 
and occasionally draw on their 
basement researches to tell Brook- 
haven brain tmusters how to im- 
prove the AEC laboratory, but 
the average New Yorker hasn't 
the mildest idea of what is hap- 
pening out this way. 

After looking into what does 
happen here, I’ve developed an- 
other little theory as to why folks 
are treating Brookhaven like a 
glue factory. Time was when sci- 
entists invented things a man 
could understand. Like the elec- 
tric bulb, say, or the radio. But 
now that they are tinkering with 
the universe itself, they’ve left 
most of us hopelessly behind and 
we're embarrassed to admit it.

AKE my encounter with the 
T cosmotron, 

look at this latest miracle, a 
doughnut-shaped business meas- 
uring 65 feet'in diameter, weigh- 
ing 2200 tons and costing around 
$5,000,000 of your dough and 
mine. It looked dull and the 
only evidence that its mentors 
took notice of callers was a sign 
erected by the office wag, saying 
“This end up.” 

My guide, who jis a tolerant 
fellow and does this sort of thing 
all the time, gave me a little 
lecture about the cosmotron. It 
seemed to make sense at the time, 
but on reading my notes I find I 
must have been mistaken. I've 
now read up on this item else- 
where and find that it generates 
the first billion-volt atomic bullets 
ever made by man and that they 
travel at a speed of around 175,- 
000 miles a second. With the cos- 
motron, the science boys expect 
to create nothing less than the 
fundamental bricks of whith the 
universe is built. 

They are fiddling with other 
trifles here, no less important and 
no easier to grasp. 

A 36-bed experimental hospital 
works with certain types of can-

cer patients and for each patient 
there is one doctor, one nurse 
and one technician. 


On a large field, planted peri- 
odically with tobacco, corn and 
barley, crops are being exposed 
to radiation, a process enabling 
experimenters to trace for the 
first time the growth of living 
cells with potentially important 
effects on greatly increasing our 
food supply. 

And in the “hot labs” and the 
atomic pile (which is housed in 
a super-modern cube-like build- 
ing and cost $25,000,000) they’re 
studying heaven knows’ what, 
That's the area, incidentally, that 
remains restricted. 

How do they make sure that no- 
body at Brookhaven comes down 
with radiation jitters or worse? 

Well, there are 20 citizens on 
the payroll who do nothing all 


day but promenade around with 
Geiger counters and test the air 
that everybody is breathing. 

The atomic pile is equipped 
with a 320-foot “smokestack” 
which exhales air after it’s been 
used to cool the pile and there 
are a couple of 420-foot towers in 
the vicinity with meteorological 
stations that can tell at once 
when too much radioactivity is 
being puffed into the atmosphere 
from the stack. Two or three 
times since the pile started oper- 
ating in 1950 it has had to be shut 
off. 

A double locker room allows 
staffers who work with radio- 
active materials to keep street 
clothing separate from work 
clothes. 

Floor and table surfaces are 
tested regularly for contamina- 


tion. Radioactive liquids from 
sinks pass into hold-up tanks 
where automatic equipment col- 
lects a continuous sample, If the 
liquids shew too much activity, 
they are processed for “storage.” 

The United States Geological 
Survey makes studies to guard 
against the possibilities of con- 
taminating the water under Long 
Island.

HERE are 16 stations around 

the place that monitor radio- 

activity automatically. Brook- 
haven scientists developed a 
gadget which collects dust on 
filter paper, then scans the paper 
for radioactivity. Every six min- 
utes a camera photographs read- 
ings of all instruments in each 
station. 

Staff members in “work areas” 
have their feet and _ hands 
“clocked” for radioactivity when 
they check out for the day. 
Everybody carries two  pencil- 
shaped instruments in shirt pock- 
ets. The pencils contain a piece 
of wire which is analyzed at the 
end of the day and indicates pos- 
sible exposure. Everybody carries 
two pencils so one can always 
afford to go haywire. And then 
there are the well-known badges 
containing film which, if exposed, 
may indicate excessive exposure 
around the wearer. No one has 
ever sniffed enough radiation 
here even to be hospitalized. 

Brookhaven has its own fire 
department. They tell me that 
about the most exciting emer- 
gency they ever get is an over- 
heated furnace. I guess that’s 
true because if they ever get a 
good atomic fire I suppose we'll 
be hearing about it.

ODAY, the word “scoop” ‘sug- 
T gests the triumph of getting

The expression is not, as one 
of our readers suggests, either 
modern or slang.

The idea most prevalent is 
that profits are our only motive 
and that we have little or no 
concern about people. If it was 
found, however, that our fac- 
tories in New Delhi or Kara- 
chi, or any other place in the 
Asian world, set the highest 
standards for héalth and safety 
for employes and were ready 
and willing to co-operate in 
getting these same standards 
adopted and installed in other 
similar places of business, I 
think we would soon find a 
change in the climate of opin- 


ion.

A YOUNG EUROPEAN 
wrote me a letter the other day 
in which he said he had been 
in this country only a short 
time, but he felt if we could 
change from a purely competi- 
tive economy to a co-operative 
one we might find among Euro- 
peans a different attitude and 
a greater willingness to work 
with us. 

We have always been so com- 
petitive among ourselves that I 
think it would be difficult for

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FTEN we hear about the 
0 “singing” of crickets, and this 

may give a person the idea 
that sounds come from the 
mouths of these insects. The 
truth ig that crickets are silent, 
so far as their mouths go, even if 
they do make a singing or chirp- 
ing noise. 

Certain insects which are called 
criekets are without wings. These 
include camel crickets, which are 
closer to katydids than to true 
crickets. 

House crickets and field crick- 
ets have wings. The wings are 
poor, but those of the male are 
used in making sounds. Each 
front wing of a male has a “file” 
which can be scraped against the 
same part of the other wing. 

Crickets hop about, very much 
together to produce a call for the 
females. This call has been de- 
scribed as “‘the cricket love song.” 

If we study the head of a female 
cricket, we fail to find anything 
in the nature of ears. Does this 
mean that the female never hears 
the call? 

Hardly that! On the front legs 
of a cricket, male or female, are 
hearing organs. These are located 
just below the knees. They serve 
as ears, even though we may feel 
that they are out of place. 


True house crickets are natives 
of the Old World, but some have 
been brought to North America.
